of the federal government and make badly needed 
changes. Theway they are

The present tax methods were hurridly hatched 
as war measures, and while they show gross in- 
competence on the part of the incubators, that 
can partly be exoused on the ground that they 
were war Measures and put over in a hurry, the 
need being at that time, necessary and urgent. 

We all thought it was a fine scheme to levy 
income taxes on the industries of the country, the 
same being graduated so the rich would be hit 
hardest, and so. it appeared on the face of it, 
but it does not work out the way we thought it 
would.
